In 1911 282 New School Districts Have Been Formed

Unexampled in the history of the 
Canadian provinces: has been the de- 
mand for new edueational — facilities, 
for the formation of new: school dis-} 
triets in cities, towns, villages, and in 
the rural settlements, whieh has 
eharacterized the year 1942 in Alberta. | 
Jn the creation of 282 new sehool dis-! 
triets during the year, all previous re- 
eords have been broken, Seattered 
throughout the province, close to the 
railways and in remote districts which 
bul a year or so ago were unpeopled, 
the new distriets are to be found. Inj 
the wake of the farming pioneer has 
followed the school mistress, and tit:

Six Year’s Growth. 

Since September, 1905, when Alber- 
ta became a provinee, 1220 new school 
districts have beep formed, bringing 
the total to 1782 at the end of 1944. 
Each year has shown an increase, Dur- 
ing the four’ months, September to 
December, 1905, forty new school dis- 
tricts were formed; in 1906 the num- 
ber was 144; in 1907, 156; in 4908 
168; in 4909, $68; in 1910, 254. 
These figures in themselves do nol 
give an adequate idea of the extent of 
the development, In many instances

elaborate law for the regulation of motors on the public highways of the province, there is 
one phase of the question that seems to have escaped attention. 

It is like this: The government, and the city in its auto bylaw, undertakes to provide 
public safety by regulating the speed of autos, regardless of the fact that in some hands an 
auto is dangerous just so long as it has gasoline in the tank and the sparker is working, 
while in other hands the same machine might be safe at a speed many times higher than the 
law allows. 

In other words, public safety depends not so much on requiring drivers of machines to 
keep within a certain speed limit as it does in requiring that the drivers be competent. 

Bringing with it an entirely new set of conditions, the auto has come into common use 
very suddenly, so suddenly, in fact, that the legislative mind has so far not quite caught the 
perspective. 

For instance, if a saw-miller starts a saw working on the Pembina or some other isolated 
stream, if he installs a 40-horse power engine to turn the wheels, and if he undertakes to 
eperate his own engine without first going throuch an examination to establish his compe- 
tency, the law provides for him a jail penalty. The circumstance that his engine is stationary 
and that it could never he a menace to more than a very few persons at once is not the point 
atall, The thing is that the government requires evidence that he can run that engine with- 
out blowing himself or anyone else into eternity. 

Take another instance: A railway company requires of its employees a course of train- 
ing covering a number of years in the shops before it will entrust any one of them to even 
fire on the road, and after he has risen, through five or ten yéars of training, to the dignity of 
fireman, the company requires that he passa most rigid examination before they will entrust 
him as a driver, and then they provide for every other contingency by requiring inspections of 
the boiler and every part of the locomotive. Yet the locomotive is confined to a track and

Chicago, IIl., Dec. 29.— 29.—The lynching record for 1911 
shows a distinct though: slight improvement over the records 
of previous years. The number of persons lynched since Jan. 
1—sixty— is slightly less than that of any other recent year. 
All but two of the sixty persons lynched were negroes. Of 
the fifty-eight negroes, one was a woman. The crimes charg- 
ed against these victims range all the way from insult to crim- 
inal assault and murder. Georgia leads with the most lynch- 
ings—seventeen.

Boys Decide to Organize Band of Expropriators, and Repent- 
ing of Disclosing Fact to Playmate Decide to Put 
Him Out of the Way, Killing Him 


St. ePtersburg, Dec. 29.—The mur- 


der of Nikolai Sokoloff, a boy of 14, by 
one of his schoolfellows has caused a 
profound sensation in Saratoff. 

Mikolai was the son of a prosperous 
corn factor, a Russian of the old- 
fashioned sort, greatly respected in the 
town, At the commercial school which 
the boy atlended he learned the glib 
ereed of the revolutionists, Older 
boys quickly convinced him, with the 
usual facile arguments, that the ideas} 
and practices of his» parents were 
wrong and foolish. Nikolai began to 
refuse to go to church, he scoffed at 
the holy ikons, he announced in the 
family circle that no man of sense now 
belioved in the existence of God. It 
had never occurred to his father and 
mother to doubt the teaching of the 
Orthodox church, and they were un- 
able to meet arguments glibly ad- 
vanced by the child in support of his 
contentions. The boy accepted the 
doctrines of Socialists and anarchists 
with the same facility as atheistic prin- 
ciples, and referred familiarly to the; 
Czar as Kolya, the shortened form of 
Nikolai, ‘ 

A week. ago Nikolai disappeared. He 
left home In the afternoon and did not 
return. His father Informed the police, 
and he and his wifo went to the ‘roit- 
sky Sobor, where they lighted two 
candles before the ikon of St. Nicholas 
and murmured the eternal prayer of 
the Russian church, “Lord eve 
mercy,’ many times as they bowed be- 
fore the picture and crossed them- 
selves.

The police laughed at the let- 
ter, There were no Social Revolution- 
ists in the city, they declared; the 
whole gang was in prison or in Siber- 
ja. The letter was a mere ruse, 

It occurred to the head of police to 
question some of Nikolal’s schoolfel- 
lows. Twa fads of sixteen, Sashs and 
Vanya, were brought to the police sta- 
tion, and under threats of the black 
hole and a taste of the nagaika they fin. 
ally told the truth, 

“We determined to form a band of 
expropriators,"’ said Sasha, “and we 
talked the matter over with Nikolai, 
He thought-the idea an excellent one. 
We were to pass ourselves off as Soo- 
fal Revolutionaries and to frighten peo- 
ple into giving us money. It was a 
mistake to have taken Nikolai into our 
confidence, He was only fourteen, and 
a great chatter-box. We etalked th 
matter over, came to the conclusion 
that he might betray us by sheer care- 
lessness, and therefore thought it best 
to kill him. \We went to his home, told 
him to fetch his father's revolver and 
hunting knife, and then took him to a 
disused quarry outside ‘the town. We 
told him to sit down, and gave him a 
balalaika and told ‘him to play the 
funeral march.

new year, This new generator, Which 1s 
to practically treble the present gener- 
ating capacity of the civie plant, was 
purchased in England and was shipped 
from Liverpool about December ist. 
That the machinery has passed Toronto 
shows that it is making fairly good 
lime in transit and™may be expected to 
reach here within the next ten days, 

Once on the ground the task of plac- 
ing the new generator in position will 
be handled with a smuch despateh as 
possible and since the foundations have 
long been awaiting its arrival there 
is nothing to prevent the new equip- 
ment being ready for operation within 
a few days after delivery al the power 


house, 

Although three new 500-h.p. boilers 
have been purchased with the new ma- 
chinery for the power house, only one 
will b used for a time after the other 
equipment is put into operation. This 
boiler is ‘already installed and will, 
with the assistance of the old boilers, 
be able to furnish all the steam re- 
quired for the plant for a few weeks. 
A second boiler is also on the ground 
and all three will be connected up in 
the enlarged boiler room with «&s, little 
delay as possible, The new brick stack 
for the use of these ne whboilers was 
completed Jate last fall, 

The present electrical equipment at 
the power house has long been seri- 
ously ovrloaded and Jighting in the city 
has been in consequence far inferior 
to that whieh the city ig accustomed. 
However, wtih the new machinery in 
motion there will be a great surplus 
of electricity at the civie plant for at 
least four years.
